CHAPTER 281.

AN ACT to create section 4049m of the statutes, relating to the
administration of estates.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. There is added to the statutes a new section to
read: Section 4049m. If upon application for letters testa-
mentary, as provided in section 3787 of the statutes, or for let-
ters of administration, as provided in section 3808 of the stat-
utes, it shall appear that any person interested as heir, devisee
or legatce is a resident of a foreign country, the court shall cause
notice of the pending of and the day appointed for the hearing
of such application to be given to a consul, vice consul, or con-
sular agent of such foreign country by depositing in a.post office
a copy of the notice required under the provisions of the above
mentioned sections of the statutes, securely inclosed in an en-
velope, ihe postage duly paid, addressed to such consul, vice con-
sul or consular azent at his post-office address, at least twenty
days previous to the day appointed for hearing such application.
The notice required under the provisions of this section may be
waived by such consul, vice consul or consular agent in the man-
ner provided in section 3787a of the statutes.

Sectiox 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lieation.
